In these lectures • pronunciation is 
studied In It's physiological, accoustlc 
and psychological aspects, with a 
low to obtaining an Insight into tlio 
general process . of sound-production 
nd sound-reception In speech. Sng- 
llsh, French and German aro compar- 
ed as to their respective bases ot 
articulation, their sound-systems and 
Bound-cluaters, their ■la'w;B of sound- 
connection, of syllabification., and of 
the distribution of str^s and pitch. 
Speech' Irregularities Shown 
Emphasis Is laid upon tho diag- 
nosis of foreign speech-ldiosyhcrasles, 
and ; methods :are dlacuaaed for their 
élimination.

In 1855, with the exception of a 
few books belonging to the medical 
faculty, théré was no McGlit Ùni- 
versity Library. In. that year & be- 
ginning was made by the purchase 
of a small number of books clitefly 
on English history and literature. In 
1860. when McGill College mevod to 
temporary ifidgings over the old 
High School on Dorchester street, 
now the Fraser Library,- it carried 
with It some 1,300 volumes. In 18ri2, 
William Molson provided • accom- 
niodàtléh for 20,ôàÔ v'6iumek"*î,bijt 
McGill had only 2,000., By 1870. 
theie had grown 'to 10,000; by 1882. 
to 20,000. In 1893, when the present 
library-Was opened through thé gen- 
èfokjty of Peter Redpath, the nunii- 
ber had increased to 35,000. Under 
Mr.' Gould as librarian, the resources 
of the ilbrairy grew until ir) 1900 an 
éxtenslbn to thé book-stack was re- 
quired. • ■ ^ " 

After the appointment of tiie 
ipresint llbràriàri, G. R. Loimer. ah ad- 
dition containing stack ^ and space 
for reading rôbms and exhibits was 
added in 1922, and- today. In 1931, 
the' total number of boéks In all 
dépàrtméntB. of thé university llb- 
rtry ik close' on half a million. 

Correspondinif to the Increase In 
booké, there has been .an even 
more striking increase in the 
number of j'èaders, and in thé 
use which , they :hàye made of the 
bboks. The clrciilation during tSe* 
past year was 98,â36, and the com- 
bined reading rooms of thé Càmpus 
sérved 104,629 students and st^ff. 

The ijnlveràlly ' has had thé good 
fortune to be the reélpleht of many 
gifts of rai-o and uàéful books and, 
what Is even more welcome, of 
funds for the purchate both of nèw 
boéks and of voluhies needed. td^^'fUJj 
in the gaps.
